DOCTOR CRITICISES 
PARENTS 


A pre-schocl medical officer 
of the Health Department has 
criticised Altona parents who 
don’t look after their children’s 
teeth. 

And he said that many of 
the children were two pounds un- 
derweight. 

The doctor made his report 
after examining children at ihe 
Altona Kindergarten. 

This is his report— 

“Various other orthapaedic 
problems were already under 
excellent medical care. Rather 
a large number of children were 
more than two pounds under the 
expected weight, The nutritional 
requirements, especially regard- 
ing milk foods, were discussed 
with a few parents. Other minor 
physical or emotional problems 
were: discussed with the parents 
concerned. 

“It is regrettable that two 
children have still had no im- 
munisation whatever, and six 
have had either no poliomyelitis 
immunisation or else an inade- 
quate course. Five have missed 
the usual first booster of triple 
antigen. Ten have not yet had 
their fourth poliomyelitis injec- 
tion, Nearly half the group have 
not yet been vaccinated against 
smallpox. It is to be hoped that 
now parents have been remin- 
ded of these important preventa- 
tive measures, most children 
ay have their courses comple- 


“Thirty-nine of the children 
attending this kindergarten were 
examined in July, three of them 
being seen for the second time. 
The general standard of~ health 
was satisfactory. 

“It is always surprising to 
find in an area with an excel- 
lent free dental service how re- 
luctant the parents appear to 
make use of these facilities. 

“In this group, almost half 
had active caries in urgent need 
of treatment, and most of these 
parents had not yet sought any 
advice. It is to be hoped that 
these children will- receive treat- 
ment now. ; 

“As usual too, parents are giv- 
ing the children a plentiful sup- 
ply of sweet or dry bisctuts, 
both of which are very damag- 
ing to the teeth. 

“Respiratory tract infections 
were prevalent amongst the chil- 
dren, mostly of a fairly .mild 
degree and mostly under medi- 
cal care if necessary, though 
a few were referred to their 
own doctors for further treat- 
ment.”

to determine the. most suitable 
means of financing the Board. 


“The municipal contribution 
has been a vexed question for 
many years and I have had oc- 
casion to examine it frequently. 
It seems to me that in fact the 
amount paid now by municipali- 
ties is borne by both the owners 
of. insured properties and those 
who are uninsured through their 
contributions to rates but any 
reduction in the proportion paid 
by municipalities would have to 
be added to the insurance com- 
panies’ share and would ulti- 
mately be charged by them to 
property owners who are pru- 
dent enough to insure against 
fire.. This would mean that the 
proportion paid by insured 
owners would decrease and I can- 
not see that this would be equit- 
able. 


“I have endeavoured to 
tain some statistics as to 
property owners who are in- 
sured and those who are un- 
insured, but fortunately no statis- 
tics are available.

Thus they became the holders 
of this wonderful trophy. 

However, the team, vhich was 
to disband, had no permanent 
home, no_ clubhouse and the 
problem of what to do with the 
cup. 


In appreciation of their cap- 
tain’s efforts the team decided 
to present it to him. 


Mat Woods had captained the 
side from the start and was con- 
sidered “father of the team.”

In the days prior to television 
every radio station featured at

Apart from 
the full time callers and pro- 
moters, there were shops that 
catered exclusively for dancers’ 
requirements — clothing, jewel- 
lery, etc., and most of the big 
department stores carried their 
square dance departments. Re- 
cording companies produced 
thousands of the popular dances 
of the day, even though the re- 
cording industry was not the 
multi-million dollar industry that 
it is today. The long-play or 
microgroove record had only just 
first LP's on the market were a 
series of square dances by the 
been developed and some of the 
top Australian caller of those 
days—Eddie Carrol. 

There were many full-time pro- 
fessional callers in all States, 
and they could demand large 
fees for their services because 
of the huge crowds attending. 
These callers went from dance 
to dance, following the promo- 
ter who offered the highest fee. 

There were other callers, how- 

ver, who started, or called only 
at one or two club dances each 
week, yet managed to build up 
quite a following of staunch 
dancers, who preferred the 
friendliness and warmer atmos- 
phere of the smaller club dances 
to the rather impersonal, and 
highly competitive air of {he 
big-time promoter with one cf 
the top callers, 
This lack of warmth was due 
in the main to the intense com- 
petition between —_ exhibition 
teams or sets, who vied for big 
prizes, plus the nour’’ of be- 
ing labelled the “‘to) et. Petty 
jealousies created friction which 
the average! non-competition 
dancer found undesirable, and 
crowds began to dwindle. - 

With lessening crowds came 
lower returns for the promoters 
and big-time callers, who were 
reluctant to invest some of the 
profits of “boom” days back into

thusiasts and part-time club cal- 
lers to carry on, square dancing 
lost its ‘‘front page”’ emminance. 

While dancing of this type has 
long since gone, it is still carried 
on in all Australian States by 
the same callers who could sec 
is the inevitable in commercialising 

square dancing, and who stuck 
| by their clubs with the small but 
determined groups of dancers. 
These callers and their loyal 
supporters saw square dancing 
through some lean years, until 
in 1960, these isolated clubs de- 
cided to hold a National get- 
together or convention, etc. It 
was so successful that it has 
been held annually ever since, 
with the numbers increasing each 
year. 
This year in Brisbane, over 
1000 dancers from all States and 
New Zealand were in attendance 
and was covered by the three 
local TV channels and was pub- 
licised in several National maga- 
zines. ay 

Square dancing is still a big 
business in the USA, having 
never had a recession as it did 
here. All the music, dances 
and new movements come to us 
from the USA and hundreds of 
new ones are produced every 
year. From the dancers’ point 
of view, the dancing has under- 
gone quite a change in style 
since the ‘boom’ days, Basic 
movements and figures are much 
simpler today, and the whole 
ratmosphere is that of a social 
gathering. 7 


Here in Melbourne, several 
clubs are run regularly on a 
virtually non-profit basis by 
callers who conducted their 
own clubs back during the 
height of its “glory.”

Square dancing, the pastime which 
took Australia by storm in the early 50’s, 
then disappeared from the scene almost 
overnight, is to be revived in its modern 
form by two enthusiasts in Altona. 

At the peak of its popularity in. 1953, every 


“normal” person whether seven or 70 went to a 
square dance at least one night per week, while some 


or even six nights a week. 


Although easier today than 
15 years ago, there is still a 
challenge in learning to square 
dance, unlike most other modern 
dancing forms today and many 
teenagers are responding to this 
challenge. Their sense _ of 
achievement is well justified in 
the light of most things that 
come so easily to young people 
today. 


It is two of these younger 
callers who are attempting to 
revive interest here in Altona.

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ANNUALS FOR COLOUR AND CUTTING 


A true annual is a plant which completes its 
life cyele (from seed sowing to seed setting) and dies 


naturally within 12 months, 


The benefit of annuals is that 
they can be used in fiower beds 
and to fill in gaps in established 
borders, as trailing plants, in 
window boxes or even in a hang- 
ing basket. 

The taller growing flowers can 
be used as a background. 

In addition, annuals can pro- 
vide a good source of cut flowers 
for the house. 

With spring on us now there 
is much planting to be carried 
out. Most gardeners are begin- 
ning to clean out the beds fer 
the planting of petunias,. phlox, 
adgeratum, asters, snapdragons 
and many other spring and sum- 
mer annuals, 

There are many more annuals 
to choose from which will give 
you a different display in the 
garden this year. 2 

The mimulus grows to about 
6in., thickly covered with two- 
lipped flowers during the sum- 
mer. A good annual for a shady 
corner. Showy _ flowers 
creams, brown, reds and yellow 
wih unusual spotted markings 
of contrasting colours. These 
fowers do well grown as a bor- 

ler. 

“Viscaria.”” This is an attrac- 
tive annual with small pink, 
white, blue and lavender flowers. 


seed in the garden and thinned 
out as is needed, leaving 6in. 
to 8in. between plants. _ 

“Salpiglossis.” The flower of 
this plant are beautiful trumpet- 
shaped, which are good for pick- 
ing. The flowers are reds, yel- 
lows, blues,_ often splashed with 
gold. Grows to a height of two 
or three feet. 

“Balsam” is a showy, good 
growing annual. Grows well in 
any position to about two feet. 
The flowers, single and double, 
grow Close to the leafy stem. 
The colours are a bright mixture 


of whites, pink, , lavender 
and purple. 

When preparing for your 
spring and summer flowers, 


many of the annuals don’t do 
well where the soil is high in 
acid content. It is advisable, 
therefore, fo apply lime to your 
garden before planting. 

After leaving the lime in the 
soil for about two or three weeks 
you could then add the fertiliser 
and let lie for another two 
weeks before putting in the 
annuals,

At the “Altona Shire Council 
elections on Saturday, the three 
non-party candidates Messrs. P. 
A. Burns, D. K. Grant and F. J. 
Lynch easily defeated the three 
A.L.P. nominees Cr. W. Cress- 
er (sitting Councillor), Mrs. M. 
Evans and Mr. R. Marinescu 
for the three vacant seats on 
the council. 


The Labor membership of the 
council is thus reduced from 
eight to five; two retiring Coun- 
cillors did not zontest the elec- 
tion. 

Cr. Burns had an absolute 
majority on the first count, dis- 
tribution of his preferences gave 
Cr. Grant an aysolute majority 
‘and he was followed by Cr. 
Lynch who also had a majority 
without the distribution of fur- 
ther. preferences. The elected 
candidates obtained a majority 
of the votes cast at each of the 
seven polling places in the Shire 
so that the Labor Party suffered 
its most resounding ‘efeat since 
Altona was established as a sep- 
arate shire.

at the above address. The land 
concerned is zoned residential 
under the Melbourne and Metro- 
politan Board of Works and the 
Shire of Altona Planning 
Schemes. 

“The applicants concerned op- 
erate a plumbing business from 
the property. 

“When the original application 
for a permit to build was sub- 
mitted a few weeks ago, I in- 
quired as to the owner's reason 
for requiring such a large domes+ 
tic garage with an area of 827.5 
Square feet. The owners stated 
that the garage was required to 
accommodate two trucks and a 
car. 


“With the interest in mind of 
preserving the amenity of resi- 
dential areas, I feel that such 
buildings should be limited in 
size to prevent the possibility 
of commercial use developing in 
the future.
